On  the  otner  hand,  the  statistics  of  temporary  emigrants  which  are  prepared  by 
Municipal  Authorities  on  the  basis  of  the  passports  granted,  do  not  include  a  certain  niunber  of  persons  >vho  go  to 
European  countries  without  any  passports.

Authorities  gives  an  inadequate  idea  of  the  number  of  Italian  emigrants.  A  large  number  of  persons  who  start  as 
temporary  emigrants  to  nel^bouring  countries  (France,  for  exampleX  not  finding  employment,  leave  again  and  go  else- 
where, for  the  most  part  to  America.  On  the  other  hand,  the  statistics  of  temporary  emigrants  which  are  prepared  by 
Municipal  Authorities  on  the  basis  of  the  passports  granted,  do  not  include  a  certain  number  of  persons  who  go  to 
Europ^  countries  without  any  passports. 

A  more  exact  idea  of  the  current  of  emigration  to  countries  outside  Eiu'ope  can  be  obtained  from  the  statistics 
published  by  certain  of  the  countries  colonised.  The  following  Table  shows  the  Italian  immigration  into  the  United 
States,  Argentina,  Uruguay  and  Brazil  for  the  years  1893-1900.
